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Response to Arguments 

1 . Upon reconsideration of the amended claims, the claims do not place the application in a 
condition for allowance because claim 14 recites in line 4-5, "in response to a non-media access 
request by a first of the plurality of devices to a logical device at the storage system for which 
the first device has no data access privileges, determining. . . .whether the first device is 
authorized to have non-media access to the logical device " and subsequently recites in lines 10- 
11, "wherein the act (a) includes an act of, in response to the non media access request by the 
first device to a logical volume of data at the storage system for which the first device has no 
data access privileges, determining whether the first device is authorized to have non-media 
access to the logical volume ". The underlined sections are inconsistent. It appears that the 
Applicant is trying to determine whether a device has non-media to a logical device and also 
determining whether the device has non-media access to a logical volume within the device, 
however, the claim does not read that way.
